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Election/Restrictions 

1 . . This application contains claims 1-22 directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: claims are drawn to a method of reducing the level of C-reactive protein (CRP) 
in an individual subject to a CRP associated inflammatory condition containing the 
compound of formula I. In formula I R can be O, S, SO, S02, a secondary or tertiary 
amine , a phosphate, a phosphoester, or a substituted or unsubstituted methylene 
group. These compounds include thousands of compounds. Furthemiore, n can be 0 
to 3, so that the hetero ring will vary depending on n. 

2. See using specific compounds claim 2 and 8. which are drawn to method of use. 
It would be a burden on the Examiner to search all the method claims using different 
types of compounds. These compounds belong to different groups. When R is N it 
belongs to classes 546, 548, and 549 when it represents O it belongs to class 549. 
There may be various subclasses in each class. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Applicant is requested to elect one method of use by using 
one compound for species election. Currently, claim 1,11 and 17 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
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is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 .
